"PUSHOUTS: THE PUBLIC SCHOOL'S NEW OUTCASTS" 
GNU-NATIONAL PUBLIC RADIO PROGRAM 


WASHINGTON, D.C. — A new category of students-out-of-school, the pushout, 
will be analyzed in an upcoming GWU-NPR radio program to be broadcast in September 
over National Public Radio's 170 stations in the United States. 

A serious yet little-known problem in public schools, "pushouts are said 
to leave the schools as a result of discriminatory treatment and arbitrary actions 
of school authorities. 

In the Washington area, the program can be heard on Monday, September 9 , at 
7 p.m. over WAMU-FM (88.5); on Wednesday, September 11, at 1 p.m. over WGTS-FM 
(91-9). The program can also be heard on Tuesday, October 8, at 7 p.m. over 
WETA-FM (90.9). 

Sponsored cooperatively by National Public Radio and the Institute for 
Educational Leadership of The George Washington University, the program is the 
fifth in a ten-part series, "Options on Education," a feature of NPH's wide-ranging 
"Options" concept. 

The hour-long program will include interviews with Peter Holmes, director of 
HEW's office of Civil Rights; Leon Hall of the Southern Regional Council in Atlanta; 
Hayes Mizell of the South Carolina Coimunity Relations Program; and Brian Landsberg, 
chief prosecutor for education cases in the Civil Rights Division of the 
Department of Justice.

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GWU-NATIONAL PUBLIC RADIO PROGRAM 

A large number of "pushouts 1 are black, and early concern for this problem 
surfaced In the South. The program will examine the situation In Dallas, Texas, 
where a federal judge recently ordered that what he called 'Institutional racism" 
be eliminated from the public schools. The order Is said to marie the first victory 
of a student In a "pushout" case. Interviewed on the subject will be Nolan Estes, 
the Dallas superintendent of schools; two school board members. Dr. Emnett Conrad, 
and Mrs. Nancy Judy; and the plaintiff's lawyer, John Jordon. 

The program will advance the point that "pushouts’ are not dropouts, even 
though the final decision to leave school may appear to be voluntary. 

Midge Hart of National Public Radio and John Merrow of the GW Institute for 
Educational Leadership are co-producers for this program. Herrow is the moderator 
for the series.
